Its repetition now 
is more Significant, because a special 
envoy was on the way to Washington, 
bearing what is said to be the final 
word of the cabinet at Tokyo as to the 
terms and conditions on which it will 
refrain from precipitating war. 

Mr. Churchill of course had this in 
mind, and his frank statement threw 
the weight of British influence into the 
scale on the side of peace. The news- 
papers at Tokyo which speak for the 
war party affect to treat this with con-- 
tempt, or something approaching that, 
and continue to trumpet defiance and 
threats at the United States with un- 
abated zeal. It is possible to suppose 
they are saying « good deal more than 
Premier Tojo means, but of this there 
is no assurance. If it is only a “front” 
it is a strange one for a government 
which insists that it seeks nothing but 
a fair and just settlement of disagree- 
ments which its own predecessors 
created. 

Mr, Churchill's statement is par- 
ticular and very direct interest to Can- 
ada, because of our geographical situa- 
tion, It is a sharp reminder that our 
home defence army is not being built 
up for appearance sake, or with regard 
only to the possibility of invasion from 
Europe.

These and other details in the opera- 
tion of the system will be made public 
when new rulings are given, and it will 
be in order for buyers as well as sellers 
to keep posted on these changes. Be- 
cause under the order-in-council the 
buyer shares with the seller responsibil- 
ity for observing the price rulings; it 
will be, after Dec. 1st, an offence ‘“‘to 
offer to sell or knowing to buy or offer 
to buy any goods or services at prices 
higher than the lawful mgximum. 

Goods bought or sold in violation of 
the regulations will be liable to seizure 
by the Crown, and in addition severe 
penalties are prescribed for engaging 
in such transactions. 

Full publicity should therefore be 
given by the board as to what are 
maximum prices; and the public no less 
than merchants will, be supposed to 
keep informed on the matter.

with the Hitler regime and that it must be 
destroyed. No peace can be negotiated with 
a regime whose whole record is one of 
negotiated peaces that have immediately 
been broken—that have been useful spring- 
boards for more war. But point eight of the 
Atlantic charter means that no peace can 
be negotiated with any German govern- 
ment that would have the support of the 
German people or of the German army 
It commits Britain and the U.S.A. to an 
attempt to defeat the German armies and

peace. And it is a very great question 
whether this is possible and an even 


greater question whether it is desirable 


Clarity of Purpose 

I have withheld this comment for 
months, and make it now reluctantly, in the 
apprehension that it will be used by those 
who, without a single constructive idea of 
their own, are ben: on paralyzing the ad- 
ministration, and creating disunity and 
chaos 

Yet, in this war, clarity of purpose and 
reasonableness of aim are as essential as 
arms. 

Germany’s arms are imposing The 
German armies are victorious from Mar- 
seilles to the gates of Moscow, from the 
Baltic to the Black Sea. But the victories 
are hollow, because the peoples of Europe 
cannot be brought to terms with Hitler’s 
new order. The conquests are a military 
triumph and a political fiasco, for Hitler's 
new order is not one in which any: non- 
German people can live, except as slaves. 

But the eight points of the Atlantic 
charter are also a political fiasco. Vague- 
ly phrased and reminiscent of the Eyrrope 
whose anarchy created Hitler, they present 
an order already repudiated by the people 
of Europe. The new order of Hitler is a 
political fiasco plus triumphant arms, and 
the Atlantic charter is a political fiasco 
plus a grim and inadequate defense. And a 
stalemate in political bankruptcy is not a 
victory. 


Aimless Destruction 


The greatest danger of this war is that 
it will fall into the nihilistic pattern of its 
originators, the Nazis, and become sheer 
aimless destruction that over vears of un- 
resolved struggle will produce, epidemics 
famine, and such a madness of hatred and 


blindness as will leave western civiliza- 
tion a rotting shambles 

This war has occurred out of the in- 
capacity of governments—democratic or 
totalitarian—to organize an international 
political and economic system compatible 
with the world unification that moderr 
science and ology, transport and 
mecha ave made imperative 
Nationalism as we have known it since 
the renaissance, is incompatible with the 
realities of modern life. It is like a pro- 
liferating cancer. 

Hitler's super-nationalism is rapidly 
destroying all European nationalisms 
as Japan’s super-nationaiism is bent on 
destroying all other Asiatic nationalisms 


Instead of bringing about a union of peo- 


ples, on the basis of freedom and equality, 
it is directed toward union under the 
sword and under the lash. Hence the bit- 


ter and unending resistance of the people 
even when their governments are broken 


and their armies destr oved Hence the 
latent or open civ war that smolders 
after each Nazi conquest. Hence the vic- 
that are no victories, because they

Original Sin

A new Congress of Vienna with Hitler 
playing the joint roles of Metternich, Tal- 
leyrand, Castlereagh and Alexander I of 
Russia, is expected to be summoned in the 
near future to approve Germany's “new 
order” in Europe 

An announcement to this effect on the 
Vichy radio last Friday 


corresponds with London 
information: that the Nazis 
are planning a grandiose 


“continental peace” move 
It has been expected, 
however, that Hitler 


planned to stage his party 


in Moscow, November 7. 
Something intervened. 
The new Vienna con- 


ference, as London sees it, 
would be attended by 
Vichy’s Admiral Darlan, 
Norway's Vidkun Quis- 
ling and other puppet representatives plus 
whatever representatives the Swiss, Turks, 
Spaniards, Swedes and Finns could be 
persuaded to attend. 

Altogether, it would be the finest gath- 
ering of cutthroats, traitors, brigands and 
plain ordinary gwine ever got together. 

Its job would be to confirm whatever 
plans for the new order Hitler might sug- 
gest and thereby to pave the way for a 
new German peace offensive, 


Europe at Peace! 


This peace offensive would likely be 
based on the far-fetched theory that Eu- 
rope is now at peace and that Germany 
and her satellites no longer have anything 
for which to fight 

Conquered countries and neutrals 
would be offered sops in the form of im- 
pressive-sounding economic and political 
concessions and all would be asked, in 
turn, to join in a plea to Britain to hang 
up her sword. 

It is also possible that Germany might 
attempt to impress the outside world with 
her peacefal intentions by voluntary with- 
drawal to winter headquarters in the 
Ukraine and White Russia and the cessa- 
tion of active hosilities on the central Rus- 
sian front. 

Hitler is a master at making a virtue of 
necessity. 

No one expects any such stage-play to 
affect public opinion in either Britain or 
the United States, nor does anyone believe 
that the people of the occupied countries 
would concur in any atrangement for a 
new order proposed by Germany, no mat- 
ter how superficially attractive it might 
sound, 

So far as Russia is concerned, it is likely 
that Hitler will have a fierce winter war 
on that front no matter what peace moves 
or withdrawals he may make

Though it was accompanied with no 
pageantry or fanfare, the return home of 
Hon, J. A. MacKinnon, Minister of Trade 
and Commerce, and his party, from their 
trade mission to South America, was, in 
its way, quite as significant an event as 
the triumphant return of any victorious 
military leader. These men“have probably 
done as much for Canada as any general 
in a warlike campaign. 


What the mission accomplished was to 


sign new trade agreeements with a num- 
ber of South American countries, renew 
and revise some old ones, and €nter into 
hopeful negotiations with several other 
nations. The true importance of this work 
will not be immediately apparent, but it 
will have incalculable long-range benefits, 


It has virtually opened up a new highway 
of commerce for this county at a time 
when most of her normal markets are 
closed to her 

The benefits will be felt even while the 
war continues, for Canada needs to main- 
tain her export volume in order to help 
finance her war effort. The route to the 
East is blocked, and Mr. MacKinnon and 
his aides have taken the only other possible 
route, to the south. We can still ship in 
that direction, and they have done a fine 
job of salesmanship in the one available 
market. 

Perhaps even more important has been 
the good will feature of their trip. They 
have established friendly contacts with 
countries from which we have been en- 
tirely too remote. They have done much 
to bring about sympathetic understanding 
at a time when South America is ripe for 
binding closer the ties with her neighbors 
in this hemisphere. That will pay divie 
dends in all the years to come.

Sixty Players

Mr. Thorson said he had been in 
Toronto when it was first an- 
nounced that the Manitoba board | 
had rejected the applications of a 
number of young men who sought 
authority to leave the country to 
play professional hockey.
